Also in the fall, the Raymond 
Recorder moved onto the street and 
imto a relatively new building - the 
former Larsen Blectric - giving a 
lighter and cleaner place in which to 
carry on their business, 

Just completed at the first of the 
year was the several thousand dollar 
addition to Canadian Sugar Factory 
dition to the Canadian Sugar Factory 
Office Building here which gave them 
approximately one and a half times 
as much space as previously, The 
construction was completed in Octol 
ber but the interior painting, which is 
in restful green, went on for a couple 
of months longer. 


This brick structure is an extension 
of the former office building, the north 
wall having been knocked oUt and the 
new addition went on from there. A 
full basement for the storage of sup- 
plies and equipment is included in the 
increased size, while new lighting fix- 
tures were installed throughout and 
more cupboards where required. 


The lunch room is now located in 
the office building, as are the fore- 
men's offices which were formerly in 
the mill, and a room for the Assistant 
General Manager was added to the 
spacious executive offices. More space 
was given to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment as were the Engineering and the 
Laboratory Departments which all re- 
ceived a new and brighter look. 


With the modern new foyer cons- 
tructed in 1953 and the new wide- 
screen installed last year, the local 
theatre is keeping pace with the larg- 
er city ones. Several months ago the 
16 ft. 8 in. by 28 ft. screen was erected 
and for some time now the residents 
here have been treated to what is cal- 
led “Widescreen” films, over the week 
end White Christmas was shown in 
Vista-Vision and later on Seven Brides 
for Seven Brothers will be shown in 
Cinemascope - this screen being adapt 
able to all three types. The dif erence 
between the three may or may not be 
noticed by the average theatregoer - 
the difference being the degrees of ill 
lusion of depth achieved. 


Along with the new screen the most 
modern Lamp Housings, Strong Mogul 
70 amp. lamps and the latest in gener- 
ators were installed to give the in- 
creased power and light required. The 
finest lense available replaced the old 
ones to complete the changeover, The 
entire change in equipment cost a- 
round $7,000 to $8,000.
